WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
The Government today increased 
the interést rates on most Gov- 
ernment - guaranteed and insured 
home loans to 4%2 per cent. 
For World War II and Korean 
war veterans who have not yet 
used their G.I, nome loan bene- 
fits, this means a jump of one- 
half per cent in the interest rate 
they will have to pay. 
For families who plan ‘to fi- 
nance their home purchases with 
the aid of loans insured by the 
Federal Housing Administration 
(FHA) the increase is only one- 
fourth per cent—from the present 
4% per cent rate. FHA loans also 
carry a charge of one-half per 
cent as a mortgage insurance pre- 
mium. Thus the total carrying 
charge will be 5 per cent. 
Affects Only New Loans. 
The increases do not apply to 
mortgages already .in-. effect.

Dulles also disclosed that the 
United States mutual Security 
mission in Laos is arranging to 
furnish “funds and supplies” to 
care for refugee victims of the 
Communist Vietminh onslaught. 

Communist armies are deployed 
in an arc 10 miles from Luang 


Urabang, the royal capital of 
Laos. 
Dulles said the efforts of 


French and native fortes to de- 
fend Laos were “an integral part 
of the strugglé of the entire free 
world against enslavement and 
are recognized as such here.” 

French forces have said there is 
urgent need for more and larger 
planes to speed deliveries to Laos. 

After Dulles’s statement was is- 
sued, a. Government spokesman 
replied ‘ ‘no comment” to a ques- 
tion whether the United States 
had decided to meet the French 
request. 

Equipment Transfer. 

It is known, however, that the 
critically-needed military supplies 
are being drawn from stores al- 
ready. available in the Pacific 
area. This would indicate the 
equipment {fs being transferred 
by air from Japan and the Philip- 
pines. 

Significantly, Dulles said the 
United States is maintaining close 
contact with Laos and France re- 
garding the special requirements 
of meeting the attack. 

The American decision reflects 
the concern with which the Ad- 
ministration regards the attack 
there as a Communist threat to 
all of Southeast Asia. 

Text of Statement, 
‘The text of Dulles’s statement: 

“Ever since the invasion of 
Laos began, we- have been fol- 
lowing developments there with 
the closest attention and grave 
concern, Here is another case of 
ruthless and unprovoked attack 
upon a country peacefully ruled 
by a duly constituted govern- 
ment, recognized by 35 other na- 
tions. When the Communists talk 
of a Laotian ‘liberation army’ and 
of Vietnamese volunteers’ they 
are using the classie Communist.

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Suspicion Between Bookends

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Radar Saves Four Lives 

Twice in less than a month the value of the 
radio and radar equipment operated by the Naval 
Air Station at Lambert-St. Louis Field has been 
demonstrated in locating small planes lost over 
Illinois at night. Four people are living who 
might otherwise have died in unnecessary 
crashes of planes when they ran out of fuel. 

On March 5 a Texas doctor flying from Tulsa 
to St. Louis became lost. Through use of a radio 
direction finding device at the station and later, 
as he came within «ange, the radar equipment, 
the plane was located. A commercial airliner 
guided the pilot to a safe landing at Alton’s 
Civic Memorial Airport. - 

Again, on March 30, a similar service was per- 
formed by the Navy and a commercial airliner 
to bring to a safe landing at the Alton airport a 
small plane carrying a pilot and two passengers. 

This latter occurrence, incidentally, is a good 

_iNlustration of the contention of plane manufac- 
turers and experienced pilots that aviation is 
unjustly blamed for many accidents which should 
be charged to poor judgment on ‘the part of 
pilots who in many cases are inexperienced. This 
flight was started at 4:30 p.m. after a full day 
of intermittent rain in St. Louis. Rain and fog 
were predicted for almost the entire route to 
Chicago, the plane’s destination, both at the 10 
a.m. and 4 p.m. weather forecasts. Even the most 
ardent flying enthusiasts do not recommend fly- 
ing light, single engine planes in that kind of 
weather. 

Fortunately, both planes got down safely min- 
utes before their gasoline was gone, The inci- 
dents are a good argument for keeping the Navy 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field.

N.B.A. Needs Money. 
“NOTHER pressing problem 
of the N.B.C. is one of fi- 
nances for itself. Member- 

ship dues are based on popula- 
tion of various localities. Mis- 
souri’s dues, for instance, 
amount to $50 per year. Other 
states pay up to $200. 

But it is a loosely organized 
body with no legal standing ex- 
cept that granted to it by cus- 
tom. There is hardly any obli- 
gation even on the part of its 
own members to obey its edicts 
which are followed only by 
whatever good-will each com- 
mission exhibits toward the

New telephone numbering plan needed to keep pace with area’s growth 
and to tie into nationwide system for dialing long distance calls 


Greater St. Louis has outgrown its present 
telephone numbering system. 


Like New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
Washington and other major cities, we now 
need a fifth digit in all telephone numbers 
to provide enough nurabers to take care of 
all customers and to prepare St. Louis for 
the time when long distance calls will be 
dialed by operators clear across the country 
just as local calls are now dialed.

pledged as security for loans and 
treated as fluid capital. 


In days when payment of armies 
and upkeep of court and courtiers

Though each monarch had his 
own specially designed crown and 
state ornaments, certain regalia 
ras come down through the cen- 
turies as coronation ceremonial 
insignia of authority. The Queen 
will be crowned—as were her an- 
cestors—with the crown of St. Ed- 
ward. She will wear it only once 
during her reign and then only 
for a few minutes. It is gold, with 
a design of jeweled crosses “pate” 
and fleurs de lys that are English 
royal emblems—and it weighs five 
pounds. 


The crown to be used on June 
2 was made about 1660 for the 
return of the monarchy under 
Charles II. Commonwealth au- 
thorities had broken up the pre- 
vious regalia after beheading 
Charles I. It is a replica of a 
crown that is said to have been 
sent by Pope Leo in 853 A.D. for 
the coronation of five-year-old 
Alfred the Great.

@ “EACH YEAR toward the end of April or early May, we 
like to make a sort of census of our wildflowers.

The heavy frosts and ice had nipped a great many 
of the flowers and held others back, so there were 
fewer blossoms than usual at this season. The suc- 
culent plants especially, such as green dragon, May 
apple and Jack-in-the-pulpit, were badly damaged. 
But the flowers need not be in bloom for Bill Bauer 
te make them interesting, through the history of their 
names and the story of their habits of growth and 
propagation. 
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@ WE HAVE two distinct soil types along Saline creek 
which make a marked difference in the plant growth. Up- 
stream is the limestone which crops out along the bluff and 
makes a deep alluvial soil in the bottoms. Downstream the 
granite breaks through, not only on the hillsides, but in the 
streambed as well. Here may be small pockets of residual 
limestone or places where a bit of soil has washed down to 
lodge among the granite boulders; and here will be found 
growing some plants which are common to the limestone 
soils with their high calcium content. But the granitic soils 
cannot work their way upstream, so that the plants which 
prefer these thin, acid soils are confined strictly to these 
areas. Thus pine, black jack and post oak grow on the acid 
locations with a sprinkling of cedar and white oak in the 
limestone pockets. But upstream, where the limestone pre- 
dominates, there are no pines. Here the forest cover is 
cédar, white oak, ash and walnut which seldom grow on 
the granite. In the same way, huckleberry likes the acid soils 
and is seldom found on the limestone; while the flowers are 
almost equally particular. : 
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Along the “shut-ins” we found masses of the 
little phiex bifida with its deeply cut petals and creep- 
ing, moss-like foliage. This we have found in other 
years in the same location, though’ Bill tells us ours 
is the first report on it from Washington county. 
Huckleberry was in bloom, along with the bladder 
nut and the black haw which is the handsomest of 
our. native viburnums. The day was sunny, but with 
seudding clouds and a high wind, so that we were 

» glad after a few hours afield to come in and gather 
around the big leg fire. And at dinner-time, the 
18-pound sugar-cured ham which Ginnie had baked 
disappeared as if by magic. 
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“@ ON SUNDAY, although the weather had gone back again 
to. winter, we drove over for a visit to Edg Clif Farms, to 
. the west of Potosi. Here 600 head of purebred Herefords 
roam over 3000 acres of fine pasture, which only a few years 
. ago was mostly in abandoned fields grown up to broom sedge 
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or rough hillsides covered with cut-over scrub timber. Since 
Tony Buford and young Anthony, who accompanied us, had 
“never been to Edg Cliff, Andy Knapp piled us into his car 
and we took off across the fields for a look at the farm. 
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From every hilltop, as far as one could see, bands 
of cattle roamed the terraced fields where orchard 
grass grew knee-deep. In one band would be a hun- 
dred heifers; in anether, as many big, deep-bodied 
cows with husky calves at their sides. Back at the 
barns we spent an hour or more, with Dick Robinson 
of the Missouri Hereford Association, who had joined 
us, looking over the herd bulls and the younger pres- 
pects for this year’s show herd.

LOS ANGELES, May 2. 
OU don't have to remind 
Milton J. Stevens never to 
underestimate the power of a 
woman. As: president of Republic 
Heater Corp., which manufactures 
$6,000,000 worth of water heaters 
a year, he is convinced women 
make the best executives. 
Furthermore, he practices what 
he preaches, The four top ad- 
ministrative executives of his 
corporation are women, and he is 
the first to admit they made him 


a fortune. As a result, he has 
become somewhat of a knight in 
shining armor to thousands of 
career women in America who be~ 


lieve they can do so-called men’s — 


work better than men. 


Stevens, who with another in- 
dustrialist once tried to buy RKO 
film studios from Howard Hughes, 
alluded to his all-woman manage- 
ment team recently in a routine 
business story. He thought noth- 


ing of it because women have « 


been managing his firm since he 
bought it outright in 1947. 


The aftermath, however, was 
overwhelming. Without giving it 
a second thought, Stevens had 
dramatized in a practical way 
what women in business had been 
trying. to tell the country for 
years. His simple statement 
aroused working women of Amer- 
ica to cry enthusiastically, “Hear! 
Hear!” 


In a matter of days, Stevens 
was deluged with mail from 
women all over the country who 
wanted jobs with Republic, want- 
ed to buy stock in the firm— 
there’s none for sale—or just 
wanted to express their appre- 
ciation. 


“Some of them,” said Stevens, 
“wrote they were so grateful for 
what I had said they would rec- 
ommend our water heaters to 
their friends. One letter from 
Detroit was signed by 17 women 
executive assistants who com- 
mended me for my attitude. Up 
to now I'v received about 1000 
letters—all from women,” 
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TEVENS sees nothing particu- 
S larly unusual in having his cor- 

poration run by women. His 
vice president and sales manager 
is Mrs. Opal Mitchell. His corpora- 
tion secretary and comptroller is 
Mrs, Mary Patton. Traffic mana- 
ger and chief of his service de- 
partment is Mrs. Nancy Martin. 
Redheaded Miss Hazel Barrow 
heads his purchasing department, 

Every one of them, says Ste- 
vens, is doing a top-flight, money- 
making, money-saving job. When 
he purchased Republic, six men 
were doing the work now being 
done by these four women. Sales 
ranked forty-seventh in the 
water heater line.

“She could ruin me with a slip 
of the pencil,” Stevens smiles. 
“But I’m not worried.” 


Exactly why does Stevens 
think women are better execu- 
tives than men? Stevens can elab- 
orate, but he sums it up on three 
points—efficiency, tolerance and 
stability. 


“There’s no question in my 
mind,” he says, “that a good 
woman executive is infinitely 
more efficient than a man. One 
of the principal reasons for this 
is that women approach a job 
with humility and modesty. They 
gay, ‘We know so little, how can 
we do less than our best?’ 

“While the average man feels 
that perhaps he has given enough 
of his genius to the job for the 
day, a woman will face an issue 
squarely and clear it up. Any 
psychologist will tell you women 
are more practical than men.” 

The fact.that a woman ina 
big job is never too big to ask for 
information makes a big im- 
pression on Stevens. He says they 
carry heavier brief cases home, 
too, and seem to prefer to spend 
Saturdays at the office rather 
than on the golf course. 


“Women don't have dying 
grandmothers on the day of the 
big ball game,” he grins. ‘They're 
a let more dedicated to a job than 
a man, once they know they have 
a good job. Once you give a 
woman a good job she knows in- 
tuitively that the same oppor- 
tunity doesn’t exist elsewhere. 

“Look at all the women in busi- 
ness, today who keep the offices 
rolling along but never get any 
money or any glory. Take any big 
company——-I don’t care what it is. 
Then take the top man in that 
company. Invariably you'll find he 
has a Girl Friday who makes his 
appointments, protects him from 
people he doesn’t want to see, 
runs his errands, knows every- 
thing about his business affairs 
and a lot about fis personal life— 
runs him, in fact. 

“Most of American business to- 
day is being operated by adminis- 
trative assistants—mostly women 
-—-who are doing all their bosses’ 
work. What's more, ff they quit, 
the chances are their bosses could 
not hold their jobs.

NE hundred years. ago, some 
of St. Louis’s finest residences 
clustered around the tree- 
shaded intersection of Ninth and 
Olive streets. Buggies clattered 
up and down before the Third 


‘street retail stores and horse cars 


made the trip west on Olive. Trees 
grew in Courthouse Square down 
by the river and farmers were 
planting early corn just west of 
Vandeventer. 


That was the St. Louis of 1853, 
when members: of the city’s 65 
Protestant churches banded to- 
gether to seek a solution to the 
problem of children, particularly 
young girls, begging on the streets. 
Women of the churches took over 
the task, and the result was the 
Industrial School and Temporary 
Home for Destitute Children, later 
changed to the Girls’ Industrial 
Home. 


Now—a century later and in its 
fifth building—it is known simply 
as the Girls’ Home, and its cen- 
tennial will be «celebrated at an 
open house from 3 to 7 p.m, Fri- 
day, May 22, at the home, 5501 
Enright avenue. . 

There are many chapters in its 
story, some bright, some grim and 
disheartening. There were days 


when board members didn’t know . 


how the outstanding bills could be 
met. They sought donations of 
money and gifts, manned food 
hooths at fairs, sponsored benefits, 
pound parties and “strawberry 
soirees. 


The first building was on Sev- 


enth street, between Carr and 
Wash streets, rénted for $300 a 
year and turned into a day 
school where the girls were taught 
the . Scriptures; reading, writing, 
arithmetic, sewing. and singing. 
Donations .ranged from matches 
to’ a -kitehen stove, and usually 
the noon" lunch consisted of left- 
overs contributed by major hotels. 


Reporting for school that first 
morning in ‘February, 1854—just 
four months after the seed had 
been planted and work begun— 
were five youngsters, dirty, 
ragged, ill at ease. By the end 
of the year, enrollment had in- 
creased to 92) and the building 
was too small to accommodate all 
who wanted in. / .

HE old Methodist parsonage 
T at Fourth and Washington, 
rented for $400: a year, was 
the next home, and by the third 
annual meeting time, a building 
fund had been started. - 

But the winter of 1857 was se- 
vere and misery and suffering 
gripped the éity’s poorest homes.

to guard them from some of the 
dangers by the way.” 


The women were never quite 
defeated by the outstanding notes, 
the unexpected tax bills and the 
financial depressions.

Each board member had a 
list from whom she would solicit 
funds and, in addition to cash, she 
might come back with such con- 
tributions as two dozen eggs, one

There were times, though, when 
the clouds were biack*and the 
doors of the Girls’ Home were 
in danger of closing. Such as in 
the depression.of the 1880s, when 
collections fell off and there 
seemed nothing else to do but 
to draw on the precious reserve 
fund. That time, two ministers 
got up what they called a “do- 
nation party” and the crisis was 
passed. ) 

In 1900, with the girls settled 
in their new home at the pres- 
ent address, the board found 
itself in debt to the extent of 
$21,000 and faced with a legal 
fight over the title of a former 
building. Without collateral se- 
curity, with only’a given word of 
promise, they borrowed 
frém a friend, and again the prob- 
lem was solved. Early in 1902, 
the debt had been reduced to 
$3000 but the board had strug- 
gied under the financial obliga- 
tions for such a long time that— 
as the Home's history states— 
“there seemed to be no resources 
or strength left to eope with this 
last lap of the race.” 

Then one day, as from a clear 
sky, a check for $3000 appeared 
in the mail, and by noon all out- 
standing notes had been canceled, 
freeing the building of indebted- 
ness before its dedication on May 
24, 1902. 

Today there is an endowment 
fund which last year provided an 
income of $33,500, in addition 
to approxipmately. $11,000 paid 
by parents who are encouraged to 
contribute to their daughters’ sup- 
port. Also, as a Community Chest 
agency, the, Home received ap- 
proximately $12,000 from that 
source in 1952 to round out the 
annual budget. Expenses last year 
amounted to $54,718, compared 
with Jess than $1000 the first 
years of its operation, |

the first century of its life, so 
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-have its policies and practices. 
Years ago it was customary for 


the board to “bind out” for do- 
mestic work many of its older 
girls. Social case workers are a 
comparatively recent addition to 
the staff. Today’s chores are 
lighter., Well-balanced menus have 
replaced the over-supply of spa- 
ghetti and rice that were familiar 
items on the early-day tables. 

, among the most radical 
changes was the decision, just 
three years ago, to substitute a 
man for a woman as director of 
the institution, First to take the 
job was: Francis Murphy, who 
came from the east-and who re- 
signed last week to accept an- 
other institutional directorship in 
New Jersey. He is being suc- 
ceeded by Charles Farris, former- 
ly acting director of Bellefontaine 
Farms. 

The director heads a staff of 
six housemothers, a supervisor 
and two social workers, in addi- 
tion to the office, maintenance 
and kitchen employes. Most of the 

roblems are handled by the 

ousemothers in the four units, 
but withholding of privileges and 
the problem of medical care are 
brought to the front office. 

“I threw out the idea of prizes 
or bonuses for good conduct when 
I first came here three years 
ago,” said’ Murphy in a farewell 
interview. “Bad behavior is not 
to be met by direct attack, but 
by trying to ascertain what is be- 
hind it. 

“Punishment might consist of 
confining a girl to the building 
for the week-end, which means 
no movie or shopping down at 
the corner, but she gets the same 
amount of food and the same al- 
lowance, There are several rooms 
for two on the first floor, and 
those are given to the older girls, 
while the younger residents are 
housed in dormitories. Assign- 
ment of the semi-private rooms 
is no longer a reward.” 

* * * 

HERE is ice cream and cake 
T and a little celebration once a 

month for all the girls whose 
birthdays occur in that month. 
Allowances range from $1 a week 
for the older girls to 40 cents for 
the younger ones. From that, they 
must pay for their movies and 
small purchases, their streetcar 
fare if they want to visit their 
families over the weekend. But a 
nickel or dime is taken out of 
each allowance every week and 


saved for the girls until Christ-’ 


mas, Easter, or for their summer 


camp. 

In addition, the girls may ob- 
tain outside work, such as baby 
sitting, or as companion to aged 
women, or, in some cases, in 
downtown offices. They have as- 
signments. of dishwashing, setting 
the table, washing windows or 
cleaning the grounds which are 
passed around every week. Study 
hour is from 7 to 8 p.m., and 
bedtime is around 8:30 or the 
younger ones, 9:45 for the older 
girls, 

The older ones are permitted 
to date, but the staff keeps a 
watchful eye on their companions. 

“It’s amazing,” said Murphy, 
“how, as the girls begin to feel 
‘better with their treatment here, 
their. attitudes toward ofhers be- 
gin to shift. 

Murphy, a good friend to his 34 
charges, built up the kind of cas- 
ual, warm-hearted relationship 
which permitted them to come to 
him with any kind of problem, 
as a daughter might go to her 
own father in a good and affec- 
tionate home. But aside from in- 
vestigating the girlish screams— 
“which can mean anything. from 
a funny joke to a girl falling out 
the window and breaking her leg” 
—he took the position of an inter- 
ested, but objective, adviser. 

“Officials of the home don’t 
ask a girl to learn to live with 
them. All they want is for her to 
learn to live with herself.”

PICKSTOWN, S.D., May 2 — 
The unsettled question of what 
changes the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration has in store for the vast 
Missouri valley development pro- 
gram is the major preotcupation 
right now of members of the Mis- 
souri Basin Interagency Commit- 
tee, which yesterday concluded a 
two-day business meeting here. 

Two long-time members of In- 
teragency itself already have been 
replaced since the new Adminis- 
tration took office, but the big- 
gest alteration has come in the 
federal budget for flood control, 
power and irrigation projects in 
the valley. 

For these undertakings, the re- 
vised budget calls for reductions 
of 45 per cent for the Army Corps 
of Engineers and 35 per cent for 
the Bureau of Reclamation of the 
Department of the. Interior, the 
two big dam-building federal 
agencies. 

‘Fearful Expectancy.’ 

Officials of both groups believe 
that at least part of these funds 
will be restored by the time the 
1954 budget emerges from Con- 
gress. So far, however, economy 
seems to be the watchword of the 
Administration. In the words of 
one executive, the agencies are 
waiting “in fearful expectancy 
fo see what finally results. 

The pattern to date indicates 
that the Administration wants to 
start no new projects and in many 
cases wants to reduce or even 
eliminate expenditures for those 
- now under way. 

Meanwhile, some personnel 
changes have taken place within 
the Interagency committee, the 
unofficial co-ordinating body for 
valley projects on which are rep- 
resented six federal agencies and 
the 10 Missouri river states. 

Two veteran members, Gladwin 
E. Young of the Department of 
Agriculture, and Charles E. Bro- 
kaw of the Department of Com- 
merce, have been succeeded since | 
the last Interagency meeting in, 
March.

NEW YORK, May 2 (AP)-—In- 
vestment money, especially loan- 
able cash, is scarce in America 
today. Financial circles call it a 
“tight” money situation. Perhaps 
that surprises you, reading almost 
daily of new records in national 
production, ingome and savings. 
But it is true, And it is no acci- 
dent, either. 

Does it matter to you, business 
man or worker, whether money 
is “tight,” in greater demand than 
supply? It does, Because “tight” 
money is causing higher interest 
rates in every segment of our 
economy. 

That means if you build a 
home, you will have to pay more 
to finance it. If you buy a new 
TV set or automobile on credit, 
securities on margin, or borrow 
money to expand your business, 
you will have to pay higher earry- 
ing charges than you have for 
the last 20 years. Even the Gov- 
ernment must pay more to. fi- 
nance its deficit spending. 
What is causing “tight” money? 
You hear this question asked in 
Congress these days and among 
business people and workers, too. 
Here are a few answers. 
Two Main Reasons. 


= 
Investment money is scarce for 
two main reasons. First, | 
our nation’s high income, people, 
as individuals and business or- 
ganizations are going into*debt at 
a record rate. Second, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, that quasi- 
government agency set up by 
Congress in 1913 to “supervise 
banking in the United States,” 
wants it that way. 
The FRB is operating under the 
assumption that a little deflation 
now ll prevent an economic 
bust later. The new Republican 
Administration stands behind that 
philosophy. 
It is true that our economy is 
functioning at record levels and 
money is pouring into financial 
institutions. Insurance assets rose 
by $4,900,000,000 to 714 billion 
dollars last year. Cash and bank 
deposits jumped by $6,700,000,000 
to $143,100,000,000. Time and 
saving deposits climbed by $4,300,- 
000,000, largest increase since 
946 


The National Association of Mu-

Suppose you want to borrow 
$5000. If your credit standing is

. But he does not give you 
“oash.” Instead the banker gives 
you a credit for $5000 and a 
checkbook enabling you to draw 
on that account. 

Thus $5000 has been “created” 
where it did not exist before; it 
is now a deposit in a bank in your 
name, But there are legal restric- 

ms on the creation of “new” 
money. For every sum a bank 
lends, it must de a certain 
percentage with Federal Re- 
serve. This “reserve require- 
ment” is fixed by the FRB itself 
within a range specified by law. 

Therefore, in order, to “create” 
your $5000 loan, a ‘bank must 
itself raise about $1000 in cash 
to deposit with the Federal Re- 
serve. There are several ways a 
bank can raise its reserves. 

Use of Deposits. 

First, a bank can raise money 
to make loans and fulfill its re- 
serve requirement through your 
cash deposits (savings), loan re- 
payments, and regular income on 
its investments. This is nonin- 
flationary because no “new” 
money is created. 


Second a bank can borrow from 
the FRB itself for short periods 
at low interest. This is inflation- 
ary and the FRB currently dis- 
courages this method. 

Third, a bank can liquidate 
some of its investments, especial- 
ly Government bonds. For many 
years the FRB made it easy for 
banks to raise money this way 


ment bonds at par value. 


But in March 1951, the FRB 
stopped supporting Government 
bond prices, recognizing that this, 
too, promotes inflation. Conse- 
quently, bond prices declined in 
a free market, until today a bank 
must take a substantial loss t 
raise money by selling Govern- 
ment securities. 

Moreover, the FRB has been 
reducing commercial bank re- 
serves by selling its own Govern- 
ment bonds to securities dealers. 
To pay for these bonds, the

Since April 1952, the FRB 
has sold $2,287,000,000 worth of 
Government honds in the open 
market.

A student at N.Y.U,’s graduate 
school of public administration 
and social service, where he is 
working for. his master’s degree, 
Mr. Ezeoke became head of the 
Distritt of Onitsha, a 50-square- 
mile area along the Niger river 
in Nigeria, upon the death of his 
father June 26. 

His brother and uncle wie’ 
been in charge of the state since | 
his father’s death, but after com- | 
pletion of his studies in June he | 
will return home to assume his | 
duties as chief. 


Ezeoke came to this country 
four and a-half years ago after 
his graduation from a Nigerian 
high school. He first attended 
Claflin University, .in Orange- 
burg, S.C., from which he re- 
ceived his Bachelor of Arts de- 
gree in 1951. 

While at Claflin he found his 
meager income from home in- 
sufficient to provide for his 
books amd living expenses and 
began looking around for a means 
of supplementing his income. Be- 
cause he hadn’t any previous 
working experience, the only em- 
ployment he could find was a job 
as a clerk in the office of the 
university's president which paid 
$20 a*week. 

Although he considers those 
rather difficult times, he is now 
proud of his typing and general 
office abilities. 

After graduation from Claflin, 
where he majored in social stud- 
ies, he went on to do a semester 
of graduate work at Bostorm Uni- 
versity. In February 1952, he 
transferred to New York Univer- 
sity and has been studying there 
since.

Included in the booklet is a 
watering guide, prepared for use 
in this area, which covers trees, 
evergreens, shrubs, flower gar- 
dens, vegetable gardens, blue 
grass lawns and lawns covered 
with other grasses. 
A series of questions and an- 
swers covers many of the prob- 
lems which puzzle amateur and 
even expert gardeners. When to 
water,. the watering of ever- 
greens, Watering of new versus 
well established lawns, are among 
these.

Only half the U.S.’s brightest kids are now 
going to college, even though college enroill- 
‘ments have been at an all-time high since 
World War II. 


203,000 Don't Go 


asTonisnine fact was revealed by Dr. 
Byron 8S. Hollinshead, former president of

Of some half-million high school graduates 
in the top quarter in academic ability (above 
110 1.Q.), at. least. 203,000 do not go to college, 
Dr. Hollinshead reported, 

Perhaps your children are in this group. 
If so, you may be cheating them out of a 
brighter future. 

Why? Because, says Dr. Hollinshead: “It a 
child grows up in a-family which expects him 
to go to college, Ae is very likely to-go.” 

Two thirds of America’s able young people 
skip college chiefly because nobody encourages 
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$5 Be of $3 


or inspires them to go, according to Dr. Hol- 
linshead. For the other third, it is simply a 
matter of having no money. 

Janet Johnson was faced with both of these 
reasons for not going to college. Yet she’s here 
to learn all she can about retailing apparel. 
That's wity her story is important. 

“I'm the oldest of five daughters,” says 
Janet. “There isn’t enough money even to 
think about sending us all to college. Besides, 
my parents don’t think college is necessary 
for a girl. 

“But I took the college preparatory course 
in Rockford High School along with commer- 
cial subjects. When I graduated, I went to 
work as a bookkeeper in Rockford. I soon 
learned I wouldn’t get anywhere without going 
on to college. Besides, there was a school 
teacher in the house where I lived in Rock- 
ford, and all she talked about was how won- 
derful college was.” 


She Worked and Saved 


Janet worked until last Sept. 10, saving 
all the money she could. On Sept. 15, she 
registered as a freshman here. 

What are Janet's chances for success? 

Dr. Hollinshead estimates students in the 
top quarter—Janet was 15th in her high school 
class of Ti—have at least a 50-50 chance of 
graduating from college. So far, Janet is mak- 
ing mostly B's. 

Her advisers at Illinois are even more op- 
timistic. Says Miriam Aldridge Shelden, dean 
of women: “The percentage of drop-outs is 
lower among the ‘strugglers’ than in the stu- 


. dent body as a whole.” 


Dean Gerald W. Peck, who runs the stu- 
dent employment program, believes anyone in 
the top half of his high school class can work 
his way through college—if he has drive. 

~And Dr. Fred H. Turner, dean of students, 
adds, “Any high school graduate in the upper 
10 per cent of his class can practically write 
his own ticket to any college in the country.” 

In these days when an education, even at a 
state university like Illinois, costs at least 
$1,000 a year, how is this possible? You can use 
any one or a combination of three ways— 

1. Free scholarships. Nearly every college 


- Or university gives out scholarships ranging 


from a few hundred dollars to the full cost of 


ganizations and men’s groups help promising 
youngsters. So do many big companies. 

2, Loans. Again, most colleges and many 
outside organizations have funds from which 
needy students may borrow. This money must 
be repaid, but the interest rate is usually low 
and does not go into effect until some years 
after the student graduates. 

3. Self-help! “The growth of student em- 
ployment plans in our colleges is the biggest 
movement in financing education in the last 
five years,” says John D. Millett, executive di- 
rector of the Commission on Financing Higher 
Education. Dr. Hollinshead estimates only 17.7 
per cent of all girls earn their way through 
school. But 22 per cent of the boys do it. 

Dean Peck says that some 40 per cent of the 


15,000 students at Urbana are working for all 


or part of their education. Dean Turner adds, 
“Most of them would do a lot better if they 


_learned some skill before they enrolled. Our 


usual student jobs pay 65 to 80 cents an hour. 
But anyone who can type or take shorthand 


_May earn a dollar an hour.” 


Summing up, Millett (now president of 
Miami University, Oxford, O.) states flatly, 
“There are no real economic barriers any more 
to getting an education in this country.” 

Dean Turner agrees. Yet he says, “I don’t 


want to seem cynical, but I’ve noticed that free - 
- Scholarships are used up to the hilt. And peo- 


ple are crying for more. Yet I don’t know of a 
major loan plan, including ours, that can find

enough students to use the money. And I don’t 
know of a major student employment agency 
that can find enough students to fill the avail- 
able jobs. Apparently, young people just don’t 
want to do it the hard way.” 

Is it worth doing it the hard way? 

“I feel better doing it this way,” says Janet. 
“I don’t want to be indebted to anyone. And 
I know one thing: Ill have a much better 
future when I get through. It would be sheer 
luck if I even got into my chosen work without 
a college education.” 

Research backs Janet up. The most recent 
report on college graduates by Ernest Have- 
mann and Patricia Salter West shows that 
both men and women who went to college are 
earning twice as much as those who didn’t. 

Not only does research indicate that college 
graduates make more money, but it bears out 
another of Janet’s suspicions. “Even if I never 
work,” she says. “I think I'd be a better wife 


. for going to college.” Havemann and West re- 


port: 91 per cent of all college women stay 
married, compared to only 78 per cent of 
women who didn’t go to college. , 


Do They Have Fun? 


UT po-kips who work have fun?

: ROTC.student who earns his board as a 
waiter in a sorority house, speaks for Janet 
and many of the others working at Illinois 
when he says: “I wouldn't trade these past 
four years for any time in my life.” Jerry adds, 
“Around here, people sometimes look up to you 
for working.” 

How can you tell whether your child should — 
work through college? 

Dean Peck says it takes two things: aca- 
demic ability and interest. By means of routine 
tests, most school systems today claim to be 
able to tell you whether your child is good col- 
lege material. 

But interest is another matter. Most experi- 
ence indicates that your children will have 
enough interest to carry them through if you, 
as parents, encourage them. 

Dean Turner, who worked his way through 
Illinois just after World War I, recalis: “My 
parents never went beyond grade school. But, 
even when I was quite small, there was no 
question in our house that I would go to college. 
4ll those years Iwas a newspaperboy , and, by . 
the time I entered college, I had saved $1,000.”
